Carter urged to consider 
Dayan’s West Bank plan

Foreign Minister ‘Moshe 
Dayan sets out this morning for 
new peace negotiations in the' 
U.S., hoping that the latest 
American statement on the 
Palestinian question does not in- 
dicate tough talks ahead of him 
with President Jimmy Carter 
and Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance. 

The Foreign Ministry spokesman 
replied quickly tb the U.S. statement 
on Monday, reiterating Israel’s' flat 
refusal to deal with “the so-called 
FLO." The spokesman repeated the 
government's readiness to see non- 
PLO Palestinians incorporated in 
the Jordanian delegation to Geneva. 
He recalled, too, Israel’s right under 
the original Geneva terms of 
reference to veto foe participation of 
any new participant. 

The spokesman asserted “that foe 
problem of the Arabs of Eretz Israel 
(Palestine) is foe direct result of 
wars of aggression launched by the 
Arab states against Israel.” 

Sources close to Dayan declined to 
see the timing of the State Depart- 
ment statement as a deliberate war- 
ning to Dayan to produce far- 
reaching procedural proposals that 
would enable the Geneva conference 
to reconvene. They preferred to 
believe that there was no ulterior 
motive in foe timing, and that the 
proximity to the Dayan visit was 
simply not taken into consideration 
by foe department. 

There is some lack of clarity — 
which sources close to Dayan seem 
reluctant to dispel — regarding 
precisely what foe Foreign Minister 
is authorized to say In his talks with 
Carter and Vance. The minister 
himself sought no special permission 
from the Cabinet on Sunday to pre- 
sent his “private ideas” about a 
’’functional arrangement” on foe 
West Bank. Indeed, he stressed that 
he would prefer to be specifically 
bound by official government policy 
(which does not include the * ’func- 
tional” scheme). 

But the Foreign Minister has dis- 
cussed Ms Ideas in a number of inter-, 
views recently (among them in The 
Jerusalem Post on Monday), and he 
presumably could hardly refuse to 
refer to them if his American in- 
terlocutors bring them up. 

In the short-term there would 
seem to be some identity between 
Dayan's "functional” Idea and foe 
Americans’ thinking along foe lines 
of a trusteeship for the West Bank. 
But for Washington the trusteeship Is 
seen as an interim arrangement, to 
be in force for a period of three to 
five years, after which a free 


plebiscite would be held. Dayan is 
committed to the government's 
declared policy never to brook foe 
return of the West Bank to foreign 
rule. 

The Foreign Minister takes with 
him to the U.S. “draft peace 
treaties” prepared by a panel of top 
government lawyers and diplomats, 
spelling out comprehensively the 
clauses Israel would want to sec em- 
bodied in an eventual peace settle- 
ment. Premier Menahem Begin has 
pointed out that this is foe first time 
that Israel is actually submitting the 
text of a peace treaty to the U.S. , and 
through the U.S. .to the Arabs. He 
recalled that former Foreign 
Minister Abba Eban prepared 
drafts, but they were never sub- 
mitted. 

A well-placed source told The Post 
that the new draft treaty is more far- 
reaching than any document 
prepared under the previous govern- 
ment. Thus, for instance. It calls ex- 
plicitly for “full freedom of 
movement” of people and goods 
across the borders, for postal links 
and tor telecommunications ties — 
all elements that were not included 
in previous papers. 

The Prime Minister, who had a 
legal education in pre-war Poland, 
took a direct Interest in foe work of 
the preparatory committee, it was 
learned, and himself studied the UN 
text-books of treaties concluded 
since World War H. 

Begin sets great store by the ap- 
parent new readiness of the Arab 
states, evinced daring Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance's Jutatour of the 
area, to conclude peace treaties with 
Israel. Previously they had shied 
away from this nomenclature, 
always referring to peace 
“agreements” (as in Egypt's 1871 
reply to UN mediator Gnnnar 
Jarring). Begin believes this could 
signify something of a breakthrough. 

In a pre-Rosh Hashana radio inter- 
view, the Premier said that along 
with the draft treaties Dayan would 
be carrying “an accompanying 
.letter” explaining Israel's stance on 
the territorial questions. But Israel 
had asked the U.S. not to transmit 
this to the Arabs at this stage. 

The letter apparently reiterates 
the government’s readiness to make 
deep withdrawals from Sinai and 
lesser pullbacks from the Golan 
Heights. 

Another issue likely to figure 
prominently in Dayan’s talks in foe 
U.S. is that of settlements. Begin 
pointed out in his interview that foie 
has been a bone of contention 
between Israel and the U.S. ever 
since 1967. "We are conducting this 
struggle for the future of our people,

WASHINGTON. — The two most im- 
portant daily newspapers in the U.S. 
have called on the Carter' Ad- 
ministration to give serious con- 
sideration to Moshe Dayan's recent 
proposals to resolve the West Bank 
problem. 

In lead editorials yesterday, “The 
New York Times" and “The 
Washington Post” conceded that the 
Israel foreign minister's plan was 
far from perfect, but It was better 
than anything else - that has been 
□dated recently. 

At his meeting with President Jim- 
my Carter next week, Dayan will 
propose that West Bank residents 
I form what would amount to an 
i autonomous unit to deal with all 
aspects of life except for the overall 
security of the territory, which 
would remain under Israeli control. 

“Mr. Dayan’s West Bank Idea at 
least has the advantage of building 
on the substantia] practical coex- 
istence generated by his earlier idea 
of maintaining 'open bridges’ across 
the Jordan River," said "The 
Washington Post" “Notwithstan- 
ding the State Department’s words 
on Monday concerning the impor- 
tance of Palestinian representation 
' at Geneva, it Is not evident that the 
Administration has recovered 
enough from its August frustration 
to offer a productive alternative of 
Its own. 

"So Mr. Dayan’s proposal is worth 
examining as a starting point.” 

"The New York Times," in poin- 
ting out that the Dayan plan could be 
the basis to greater independence for 
the Palestinians on the West Bank, 
commented; “The State Depart- 


ment, which on Monday issued a sen- 
sible statement asserting that the 
Palestinians must be involved In the 
Middle East peacemaking process, 
would do well to encourage Mr. 
Dayan and his colleagues in these 
heretical directions." 

"The Times” said that Dayan's 
plan will be “vehemently denounced 
by the Arab governments and the 
PLO ... And no doubt most Israelis 
will reject any proposal for an in- 
dependent Palestinian state. But out- 
side observers can be pardoned for 
wondering whether, if everyone 
suspends for a moment the effort to 
pin labels on everything, the Dayan 
plan might not provide the basis for 
a settlement of the Middle East’s 
most vexing problem.” 

Until now, most State Department 
officials have tended to dismiss the 
Dayan proposals as a "non starter." 
But now that two major American 
papers have urged the Administra- 
tion at least to consider the Dayan 
idea, the Administration will 
. probably take another lo6k at It. 

On Monday, the House Inter- 
national Relations Subcommittee on 
the Middle East and international 
organizations held a joint hearing on 
the settlements Israel has establish- 
ed on the West Bank. Five academic’ 
authorities on the subject presented 
differing views, ranging from hostili- 
ty towards the settlements to sup- 
port. 

A second round of hearings will 
take place on September 21, with 
emphasis on the legal aspects of the 
settlements.^ Assistant Secretary 
Alfred Atherton will present the Ad- 
ministration point of view on 
September 26.

SALISBURY (UPI). — Nine black 
civilians were killed aboard a blazing 
bus set alight during a battle between 
black nationalist guerrillas and 
Rhodesian security forces, the 
military command said yesterday. 
The Incident was announced in a 

communique that reported a total of 
20 war deaths, raising to 61 the 
number of persons whose deaths 
were reported since Tuesday night. 

The communique said “a bus 
which had been hijacked by 
terrorists was ‘stopped by a police 
vehicle” at 1 p.m. Tuesday. 

“The terrorists opened fire and in 
the ensuing exchange, the bus was 


set alight, resulting in the deaths of 
nine African civilians and injuries to 
sixteen others. The injured were 
evacuated to hospital," it said. 

Where the incident happened and 
exactly how the bus was set alight 
was not disclosed. The communique 
said security forces have killed 
another seven insurgents but did not 
link the slayings to the clash. 

The bus battle marked the worst 
cross! fre incident since 35 black 
civilians were killed and another 80 
wounded in a clash between 
guerrillas and troops in a tribal 
village on May 6. One guerrilla was 
killed in that incident. 


BEIRUT (AP). — The American call 
for Palestinian Vepresentation in 
Arab-Israel Middle East peace talks 
has opened a three-way split in the 
PLO terrorist movement. 

The movement's radicals and pro- 
, Syrians both challenged Yasser 
Arafat's public statement that the 
U.S. move constituted a "positive 
step.” 

Egypt also hailed foe U.S. state- 
ment as "a positive step." 

The Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO). which Arafat 
heads, is the umbrella group of ma- 
jor terrorist groups. The group’s 
fragile unity has often been strained 
by inter-Arab disputes. 

Zuheir Mohsen, leader of the 
Syrian-backed Sa'eka terrorist group 
and head of the PLO military depart- 
ment, called the U.S. declaration a 
"deception." 

"Arabs as well aa Palestinians 
must not be fooled by deceptive 
American promises that tend to give 
Israel the chance to fish in troubled 
waters,” Mobsen added. He speaks 
for Syrian President Hafez Assad on 
Palestinian affairs. 

"The Soviet Union has warned us 
both, Arafat and myself when we 
were recently in Moscow, not to have 
any trust in American 
promises... and not to change our al- 
titude toward UN Security Council 
Resolution 242,” Mohsen said. 

The U.S. has been urging the 
Palestinians to accept the resolution, 
and in effect, recognize Israel's right 
to exist. 

"The Soviet Union is still the best 
friend and ally of the Palestinian 
revolution," said Mohsen. 

Mohsen's Sa’eka had long been 
considered in the mainstream 
camp with Fatah, but he has lately 
been one of foe most outspoken 
Palestinian leaders against U.S. 
peace-making efforts in the Middle 

East. 

Mohsen's stand has been moving 
closer to that of George Habash. 


leader of the Marxist Popular Front 
for the liberation of Palestine that 
heads the so-called hardline “rejec- 
tion front." Habash is supported tv 
Iraq. Syria's bitterest foe in the Arab 
world. 

Habash described foe American 
call as "bait to trap foe Palestinian 
terrorist movement into recognizing 
Israel." 

Meanwhile in Cairo, the semi-' 
official newspaper "Al-Ahram,’’ 
quoting authoritative senior Egyp- 
tian diplomats as praising foe U.S. 
call, also said the government has 
asked the U.S. for additional 
clarification on its position regar- 
ding other points including Israeli 
withdrawal from occupied 
■ territories. 

Another clarification the Egyp- 
tians are believed to have asked Is 
exactly what the U.S. thinks would 
be the proper form of Palestinian 
representation. 

The Arabs have collectively 
designated the PLO as the sole 
representative of foe Palestinian 
people and have Insisted that It 
represent their cause at an eventual 
conference. Israel refuses to talk 
with the PLO. 

The U.S. statement on Monday 
that a lasting peace , would be im- 
possible without Palestinian involve- 
ment in the peace-making process 
did not refer to the PLO. 

In an editorial on foe subject, the’ 
Cairo paper praised foe Carter Ad- 
ministration “for pronouncing foe 
first right letter In the ABC of just 
and lasting peace in the Middle East. 

"After many years, the U.S. has 
finally acknowledged the reality 
which caused bloodshed and destruc- 
tion in four consecutive wars. It has 
finally realized that the Palestinian 
question Is the core of foe Middle 
East conflict. 

“The American acknowledgement 
has come at one of the crucial 
moments which is to decide war or. 
peace in the Middle East." 


Somalia says Israel, Cuba 
are aiding Ethiopians 


Missing Jewish family said 
held in Argentine prison 
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NAIROBI, Kenya (AP). — Somali 
President Siad Barre. warning 
Ethiopia against attacking his coun- 
try in a bid to step up the war in the 
Horn of Africa, accused Ethiopia of 
receiving foreign aid from Israel, of- 
ficial Somali Radio said In a broad- 
cast yesterday. ' 

The allegation of Israeli aid was 
made In Siad Barre ’b speech to the 
nation on Tuesday, prior to his 
departure for Saudi Arabia to meet 
King Khaled, presumably to close an 
arms deal. 

Siad Barre said the Addis Ababa 
regime "was receiving Israeli and 
other external assistance. 

In earlier addresses, Siad Barre 
: also alleged that Cuban troops were 
'involved in directing -Ethiopians to 


fighting the Somali-backed Western 
Somali Liberation Front (WSLF) 
forces. The WSLF. openly supported, 
by Somalia, has seized 90 per cent of 
Ethiopia’s eastern Ogaden region 
and is attempting to annex it to a 
Greater Somalia. The area is in- 
habited by some three million ethnic 
Somali nomads. 

In Addis Ababa on Tuesday, Ethio- 
pian Foreign Minister Feleke Gedle 
Giorgis denied past Somalia charges 
that Israel and Cuba were a»rf?rfTng 
Ethiopia. 

“We don’t need foreign soldiers. 
Wc have enough men well deter- 
mined to defend our country,” 
Feleke told a group of visiting jour- 
nalists.

BUENOS AIRES (AP). — A Jewish 
family of five, dragged from their 
home in Cordoba by 12 armed men 19 
■ days ago, are in a jail near Cordoba, 
sources said yesterday. '■ 

It was the first time the 
whereabouts of the imprisoned 
Deutsch family were reported since 
they were arrested in what the 
military government said was an in- 
vestigation into the family's possible 
links to leftist guerrillas. 

The U.S, embasay, apparently 
stirred by reports of alleged human 
rights violations, including anti- 
Semitic activity by Argentina's 
security forces, asked the Argentine 
military government to find the 
family. 

The five are Alejandro Deutsch, 
57, owner of an air-conditioner 
business, his wife Elena, 56, a promi- 
nent pediatrician in Cordoba, and 
their daughters. Eliz&bet. 27, 
Susans. 23, and Liliana, 17. 

The army did not say where they 


were being held, but sources close to 
the police said that the entire family 
is in the maximum security peniten- 
tiary in the San Martin district of 
Cordoba, Argentina’s second largest 
city. 

The sources also said that Deutsch' 
had suffered a considerable loss ot 
weight since the arrest, and that 
police doctors know he is diabetic 
and has a record of heart trouble. 
The sources did not say if Deutsch 
was being -treated to jail. 

The Deutsch seizure came amid a 
wave of kidnappings In Argentina 
which this year -has resulted to more 
than 2,000 disappearances. 

Meanwhile,' the English-language 
“Buenos Aires Herald," the most 
outspoken newspaper here on foe' 
human rights issue, reported 
another apparent abduction. It said 
that a young couple. Mr. and Mrs.

WASHINGTON. — The State 
Department has cast doubts on the 
validity of a report by four Swiss 
alleging torture of Arab terrorists In 
Israel prisons. 

But It said yesterday that the U.S. 
has tried to persuade Israel to let the 
International .Red Cross Committee 
investigate such allegations. 

Officials said the efforts — so far 
unsuccessful — were renewed follow- 
ing torture allegations by the London 
"Sunday Times" newspaper last 
June. 

The Department spokesman said 
on Tuesday, in commenting on a 
report by a Swiss "Human Rights 
League," that the issue of alleged 
mistreatment of Arabs was raised at 
the "highest level" In Israel follow- 
ing similar reports in the past. He 
said the discussions were continuing. 

The spokesman added: "Sufficient 
independent evidence does not exist 
on which to make a judgment that 
there is consistent and officially 
sanctioned practice of torture." 
There has so far. he said, been "no 
investigation or report of these 
allegations by an independent 
human rights organization." 

He also said: "The U.S. has long 
made clear its support for efforts by 
such organizations as the Inter- 
national Red Cross Committee in the 
occupied territories.” 

The Swiss "Human Rights 
League" said on Monday It had 
recently sent four envoys to the West 
Bank and they reported that the 
Israel authorities there were 
systematically torturing Arabs 
and trying to drive them out. The en- 
voys were led by Geneva lawyer 
Denis Payot, who Is currently 
mediating with the German 
terrorists who are holding in- 
dustrialist Hanns-Martta Schleyer. 


The report said: "The extent of the 
expropriation of Arab homes or land 
in the West Bank suggests it has a 
political motive, namely the 
takeover, pure and simple, of the 
territories occupied by the Israel 
authorities." 

The Israeli aim was "to force the 
Arab Inhabitants to leave the West 
Bank," the report said. 

Referring to the situation of Arab 
detainees, the report said several 
had gone mad from the effects of tor- 
ture. its forms Included electric 
shock treatment to the genitals, the 
introduction of bottles to the anus or 
vagina, the ripping off of the nails, 
forced detention along with dogs in 
heat and a dozen other methods. 
(UPI, Reuter) 


Post Diplomatic Reporter Adds: 

In Jerusalem, officials at the 
Foreign Ministry said they were not 
aware that the Swiss group had been 
here. This seemed to indicate that 
the group had met with few if any 
Israel officials. 

The Ministry reiterated Israel's 
reply, given after the recent "Sun- 
day Times" torture allegations, that 
there was no systematic ill- 
treatment and that Isolated violators 
were tried and punished. 

Some observers here said the 
Swiss group was known to have left- 
radical leanings. ‘*11118 Is another 
attempt to smear Israel," these 
observers said. "It is part of a cam- 
paign to keep the torture allegations 
alive and eventually have them rais- 
ed at the UN General Assembly.” 

The observers recalled recent 
wimiTar allegations by an "American 
Lawyers Guild" which also claimed 
to have conducted an inquiry but 
turned out to have met with only one 
Israel official. 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — Nahum Nardi.

MOSCOW (Reuter). — Soviet 
authorities have given permission 
for non -conformist artist Alik 
Mel&mld to emigrate to Israel, 
threatening to break up his 
partnership of over a decade with 
another painter, his wife said yester- 
day. 

Melamid, 30. and Vitali Komar, 32, 
who jointly paint giant pop art can- 
vases. both applied for exit visas to 
Israel. 

Melamid's wife Katya told 
reporters her husband had received 
his visa while his fellow artist had 
not. though there was no definite 
refusal. Officials at the government 
visa office, Ovir, said they had 
received Komar's application later 
and were still considering it, she 
said. 

Mrs. Melamid. who will accom- 
pany her husband,, said the two ar- 
tists wrote to die Supreme Soviet 
asking for permission to emigrate 
together. 

“We have to leave by October. 
They said that if we don't leave by 
Octobers there will be no extension." 
she said. 

The two artists, both from Moscow, 
created their own art form "Sotsart" 
(Socialist art) based on Soviet 
slogans and propaganda posters'. 
Their huge canvases have been 
shown in exhibitions in the West. 

Sotsart Is almost a satire of 
socialist realism, the heroic, op- 
timistic style which has dominated 
Soviet art for decades. 

In 1972. both men were expelled 
from - the Soviet Artists' Union for 
"distortion of Soviet reality." Out- 
side the union, Soviet artists find it 
difficult to exhibit or sell their work. 

Meanwhile, Soviet authorities on 
Tuesday released non-conformist ar- 
tist Oskar Rabin, after giving him a 
stern wanting that he must find 
officially-approved work or face 
vagrancy charges. 

Rabin, 49, is one of the nation's 
most popular artists. He has a wide 


following among diplomats and other 
foreigners, who are attracted to his 
Expressionist paintings of urban 
scenes. 

He was arrested by authorities on 
Monday and taken before a public 
prosecutor, who gave "him a "final 
warning" that if he did not find work, 
he would face charges, according to 
Rabin's son Alexander. 

Earlier. Alexander, who also is & 
painter, reported that his father had 
been charged with “parasitism" — - a 
catch-all that carries up to a one- 
year labour-camp sentence and in- 
ternal exile. 

But it was reported late Tuesday 
that Rabin would face charges under 
a section of the law forbidding 
vagrancy and begging if be is not 
successful in finding an official 
market for his work. 

Rabin was last - arrested in 
September. 1974. after helping to 
organize an unofficial outdoor art ex- 
hibition that was abruptly ter- 
minated by police using water can- 
nons and bulldozers. 

He served 15 days In Jail for 
“hooliganism" after that incident. 
Alexander Rabin told reporters by 
telephone his father was warned the 
charges against him had not been 
dropped and would be pressed if he 
did not drop his "parasitical way of 
life." 

Rabin is not allowed to sell his 
work in the Soviet Union because he 
is not a member of the official trade 
union. Since his 1974 arrest, some of 
his friends have been accepted into 
the union, but Rabin has remained 
outside of it. In the past, several 
painters who worked and sold their 
paintings independently have been 
tolerated, but Rabin, a founder- 
member of a small dissident group 
set up to monitor Soviet cultural 
policies, has not been one of them. 

The group was not highly active 
and stopped functioning earlier this 
year after a warning from the KGB 
state security police.

The third deferred 
the Palestinian question to the start 
of a new conference, and the fourth 
deferred it until later in the con- 
ference. 

Israel has accepted the first option 


provided that the Palestinians In the 
Jordanian delegation are not known 
members of the PLO. Israel opposes 
the second option, instating that it 
will deal only with nation states on 
an individual basis. ~~ 

Political observers here surmised 
that the decision to go ahead with the 
statement was designed largely to. 
spur the parties j — especially Israel 
— to come up with a solution to this 
procedural question. It is understood 
here that the U.S. has been urging 
Israel to accept the second option •— 
the pan-Arab delegation — with the 
provision that the conference would 
immediately break Into separate 
working groups on an individual 
country basis. 

As long as the PLO refuses to 
accept Resolution 242, however, the 
U.S. does not see how it can par- 
ticipate in the talks, spokesman 
Carter said on Monday. He conceded 
that Israel has a veto authority over 
inclusion of new participations at the 
talks. 


The president 61 the Zionist 
Organisation of America, Rabbi 
Joseph Sternstefn, charged that the

Jordan yesterday reported '28 new 
cholera cases in the past 2t hou rs, 
compared to 47 cases In the previous 
24-hour period. 

Jordan now has a total of 289 
cholera cairns, according to reports. 

In Syria the number of confirmed 
cases has now topped the 2,200 mark. 
The Health Ministry said that 750 
had been treated and discharged 
from hospitals. 

Iraq’s news agency said Teheran 

newspapers reported 30 cases of 
cholera in Iran; 

The. Saudi government reported 
"only a few cases" and said 
"unrelenting precautionary 
measures" were being taken 
because of the - annual pilgrimage 
that brings xniltionp of Moslems from 
around the world to Mecca and other 
holy places in Saudi Arabia each 
November.

TEL AVIV (Itim). — Labour Party. 
Chairman Shimon Peres said over 
Rosh Hashana that tbe Likud 
Government was trying to appear 
flexible abroad and hard-line at 
borne. This was merely generating 
political contradictions, he added, 
because the Government’s domestic 
utterances were beamed overseas 
anyway. 

In an Army Radio Interview, 
Peres said that Instead of the Likud 
Government bargaining from a 
maximalist position, it was merely 
engaging in extremist 
pronouncements. Even if there Is no 
confrontation with the U.S. just now, 
as Premier Men ahem Begin claims, 
the confrontation will surely come, 
he said. 

Peres said he was very concerned 
by military developments in the Mid- 
dle East. If Egypt decides to adopt 
the military option, it will have 
Libya's vast arsenals at its disposal. 
Saudi Arabia’s military potential 
was also worrisome, he said, in view 
of the sophisticated planes and 
weapons which that country is get- 
ting. 

He said he was surprised by 
Be gin's declarations about Israeli 
military involvement in Lebanon, 
after the Labour government had 


long kept a low profile on this topic 
all the time. He criticized 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon's 
claims about secret settlements. 
This was unrealistic, he said. 

The Labour party was recovering 
its strength, Peres saitLand it would 
not split. Its biggest headache was 
its financial plight, he believed. 

Also on the Army Radio, former 
Labour Premier Golda Meir said 
that she bad reacted to Moahe 
Dayan’s idea about a functional divi- 
sion of the West Bank by telling him: 
"You want' to annex a people, in- 
stead of annexing an area." He 
’ replied: "I know it hasn’t happened 
anywhere else, but it will happen 
here." She had replied: "It won't 
happen here either.” 

When Dayan served under her 
premiership, she said, he was 
always cooperative and utterly 
loyal. However, he did a number of 
things which she disapproved of 
later, Mrs. Meir said, referring to his 
conduct before and after quitting the 
Party earlier this year. 

"If this Government tries to 
change the Law of Return in the 
Knesset,” she warned, "It will be a 
disaster. But if It does not change tbe 
Law, I’m sure the Agudai Ylsr&el 
will quit the coalition,” ,

Prisoner stabbed at Beersheba jail 


BEERSHEBA (Itim). — Another 
murder attempt occurred at 
Beersheba Prison, when David 
Ghelnik, 31, from Tel Aviv, was 
stabbed In the stomache with a sharp 
Instrument. 

Chelnik was stabbed on Rosh 
Hashana eve while lying in his bed In 
Ward 7. the scene of numerous In- 
cidents of violence and revolts by 
prisoners. 

Chelnik told warders that he does 
not know who stabbed him. He awoke 


as he was stabbed and shouted for 
help, whereupon he was rushed to the 
prison clinic, and then to hospital. He 
may be released in two or three days. 
It was learned. 

About three weeks ago. a prisoner 
on tbe same ward was also Stabbed 
and about six months ago another 
was murdered. 

Police are investi gating th>» attack 
on Chelnik. They have still not found 
out who is responsible for the stab- 
bing of three weeks ago. ’

LONDON (AP). — Leopold 
Stokowski, acclaimed as one of the 
world’s greatest conductors, died on 
Tuesday of a heart attack at his 
home In Hampshire. He was 95. 

Stokowski, who last year signed a 
CBS recording contract that would 
have had him working until he was 
100 years old, died in ids sleep, a 
company spokesman said. 

Although married a number of 
times, he was unmarried at the time 
of his death. 

Stokowski, suffering from a virus, 
died at noon at Nether Wallop, a 
small village of 610 Inhabitants In 
Hampshire, where be has had a 
bouae for several years. 

Leopold Anthony Stanislaw 
Boieslawowicz Stokowski was bora 
in London on April 18, 1882, the son of 
a Polish cabinet maker and an Irish 
mother. -For over half a century he 
wah an unsurpassed orchestral 
magician, - instantly recognizable 
with his mane of white hair and ex- 
pressive tapered hands. 

’ Attacked throughout his eventful 
career for his musical taste, 
Stokowski confounded his critics by 
opening the ears of succeeding 
generations to the opulence of great 
music. 

His collaboration with Walt Disney 
in the 1240 film classic, "Fantasia,” 
did as much as any single cultural 
event of the century to foster 
musical appreciation. 

Although he had ¥*ed most of his 
life in America, Stokowski retained' 
to the end a slight European accent 
— an enigma even to Ms friends. 

His conducting career lasted more 
than 79 years and it was estimated. 
that he -gave over 7.000 concerts 
before live audiences totalling . 20 
million people. In addition to hun- 
dreds. of appearances on radio and 
television broadcasts and films. 

His- name also hit the headlines 
and gossip columns of the 1930s and 
: 1940s. particularly when at tbe age of 
68 he married 21 -year-old 
millionairess Gloria Vanderbilt. 
That marriage and two others ended 
to divorce. He also was romantically 
involved with Greta Garbo.

TEL. AVIV (Itimi. — Yigael Yadin. 
the leader of the Democratic Move- 
ment for Change, rules out any 
chance of his party forming a 
closely-knit opposition bloc with the 
Alignment. 

In an interview with the Army 
radio over the holidays, the chairman 
of the DMC secretariat said the idea 
was not practical at all. because the 
two parties were divided by very 
serious contradictions, which stood 
in the way of a Joint ideology.

Papers ‘incite,’ over Pesahovitz case

The Prime Minister's Office has 
accused "certain circles and 
newspapers" of waging "a cam- 
paign of falsification and in- 
citement" in connection with the 
decision not to extradite Reuven 
Pesahovitz to Switzerland. 

The "circles and newspapers" 
were not named, and the nature of 
their incitement was not specified. 

A government statement bulletin 
on Monday noted that on June 10, 
1975, nine MKs from different fac- 
tions had tabled a private members 
bill whereby Israeli citizens would 
only be extradited if they committed 
their alleged offences abroad before 
becoming citizens.

Pesahovitz is wanted by Swiss 
authorities on charges of fraud in- 
volving more than 10 million francs.

It was further ex- 
plained that a law would soon be 
debated In the Knesset ruling out ex- 
tradition and that Pesahovitz would 
probably be tried In Israel instead. 


Olmert: Crime links to ‘high-ups’ 


Knesset Member Ehud Olmert, 
who has been in the headlines, for 
some months because of his cam- 
paign against organized crime, has 
charged that criminal suspects -un- 
der investigation often get probes 
halted by phoning "highly placed 
persons" and asking them to get 
detectives “off their back." 

Speaking in an Army Radio inter- 
view over Rosh Hashana, Olmert 
said he had such information from a 
large number of senior police of- 
ficers. "An unnatural pattern of 
relationships exists in Israel 
between people directly or indirectly 
involved in the crime network and 
personalities who occupy high social 


or public positions." 

Olmert said that a large ieam-is at

STATS COMPTROLLER’S REPORT ON RAMAT HASEASQN

RAMAT HASH ARON. _ Described 
in the State Comptroller's report 
issued today as one of the better es- 
tablished local councils, this suburb 
of Tel Aviv entered ihe money len- 
ding business in 1975 even while 
pleading poverty to the Interior 
Ministry. 

According to the report, the local 
council had a surplus of ZL£m. in 
1075. because certain projects had 
not been completed. Consequently, 
the council decided lo loan the 
money at 34 per cent interest to 
private individuals and 
organizations. The loans varied from 
IL40.Q0G and IL300.000. One borrower 
obtained a JLl.Tm. loan. 

As of December 1976, a total of 
IL14 m. had been lent. Yet. accor- 
ding to the report, there was no con- 
tract between the local council and 
those who borrowed the money. Nor 
had the council, or even a council 
committee, checked out who was to 
receive the money and the size of the 
loans. 

At the same time, the local council 
received a grant from the Interior

Ministry to cover a deficit in the 
regular budget, the report said. But 
the deficit had arisen because money 
had been transferred from the 
regular budget to the budget for 
special projects, the report noted- 

The Comptroller's report also 
faulted the procedures for handing 
out council work. For example, the 
council built a ILSm. school without 
sending the project out to tender. 

The local council, the report found, 
also displayed an unethical 
preference for handing out work to 
eouncil members themselves. For 
example, the local council gave an 
engineering company certain plan- 
ning work. A member of the council 
owned 50 per cent of the firm. 

Another council member Is on in- 
surance agent, and a considerable 
amount of the council's Insurance 
business was handled through him. In 
one Instance, this individual argued 
on behalf of a certain Insurance 


proposal before the tenders com- 
mittee. The Controller discovered 
that the agent who had made the 
offer, which had been accepted, 
worked In the same Insurance office 
as tbe council member. 

The report noted that although, 
there had beer: a tremendous growth 
in building in Ramat Hasharon since 
1970. control over this growth was In-, 
adequate. Building permits were 
granted irrespective of zoning 
regulations concerning the number 
of buildings on a lot. The tv/o inspec- 
tors in charge of enforcing the 
building code had no work plan that 
would ensure coverage of all the 
building underway. 

3n one Instance, a company btdlt 
on a lot after being told it could not 
do bo. The council obtained a demoli- 
tion order which was never carried 
out. Tbe existence of the order did 
not prevent the builder from re- 
questing the local building com- 
mittee for permission to build an il- 
legal third floor to his other illegal 
floors. The committee granted the 
request. 


Ethnicity is key to 


NY 


mayor

NEW YORK. — Ethnic voting is 
seen as a key to the Democratic 
choice of a mayoral candidate next 
Monday as Jews and Catholics each 
accounted for about 40 per cent of the 
first round vote last week. 

Politicians predict that represen- 
tative Edward Koch, who is Jewish, 
and New York State Secretary of 
State Mario Cuomo, a Roman 
Catholic, will run a close race after 
narrowly emerging as the top twe 
vote-getters in an initial field of 
seven competitors. Koch captured 2D 
per cent and Cuomo 19 per cent. 

Cuomo was quoted in the press 
here on Saturday as saying: "What I 
want very much Is that this thing 
should not degenerate into 
Christians against Jews." 


Cuomo narrowly edged out incum- 
bent Mayor Abraham Eeame. who 
received 18 per cent of the vote. .A 
striking result of the primary was 
voter repudiation of former Rep. 
Eelia Abzug. who had been expected 
to make it to the rur.-off. cut got or.iy 
16 per cent of the vote. 

Koch and Cucrr.c arc now expected 
to make strong bids for the support 
of three losing candidates: Mrs. Ab- 
zug and two others representing 
Black and Hispanic constituencies. 

The Vv'ashingtcr. Post News Ser- 
vice adds: Abzug is known to per- 
sonally dislike Koch and therefore is 
thought more likely to endorse 


Cucmc. There is bad blood hblween 
Beame and governor Hugh Carey go- 
ing back to New York's fiscal crisis, 
and thus Beame is unlikely to en- 
dorse Cuomo, who was Carey's 
handpicked man to oppose the in- 
cumbent mayor. Koch was one of his 
sharpest critics this summer, so 
Beame may choose to stay neutral. 

Manhattan borough president Per- 
cy Sutton the first black to run for 
mayor, accused Koch of using code 
words to make oblique attacks on 
blacks during the campaign, but he 
is not close to Cuomo either. 

For all of them there is the ad- 
ditional question how well they can 
deliver their vote if they try to. 
Municipal unions, most of which 
backed Beame. and other groups 
will also be looking for new 
alliances. 

For Koch and Cuomo, the problem 
will be how to maintain their posture 
as outsiders to the municipal power 
structure v.-hiie gathering new sup- 
porters from within it. Any such 
gathering w.ii be done as quietly as 
passible. 

Koch and Cuomo are certain to 
continue sparring about capita) 
punishment. Koch favours it for 
heinous crimes, while Cuomo op- 
poses it. 

Many New Yorkers support tbe 
death penalty, thereby expressing 
their desire for increased protection 
through the deterrent value they 
believe it has and for revenge on 
criminals.

The research by investigators at 
Tel Aviv and Hebrew .Universities 
will not be published until 
December, -and the summary 
published this week was preparedly 
Education, : Ministry officials,, who 
have been Implementing', the 
.Reform.' 

According to the summary, .the 
studies found there were 'no ethnic 
conflicts between the children of 
European and Oriental backgrounds 
brought together-m the intermediate - 
schools. 

Teachers questioned, by the 
researchers said they considered 
social integration even more Impor- 
tant than scholastic achievement, 
but most of the parents interviewed 
thought achievement was more im- 
portant. . v 

. About 75 per cent' of the parenta 
said they preferred the intermediate 
school to having the children attend 


seventh -and eighth grade at the 
elementary school they had 
previously attended. 

Intermediate school teachers were 
also found to be better educated than 
their elementary school counter- 
parts, and most were optimistic 
about the Intermediate school 
succeeding in ' integration and rais- 
ing academic st a n d ards . 

The sample for the studies includ- 
. ed 3.200 pupils, 700 teachers .and 000 
parents. The control group included 
900 elementary school ' (seventh and 
: eighth grade) pupils, 190 seventh and 
eighth grade teachers in elementary 
: schools, 60 ninth grade teachers in 
high schools- and 105. parents. 

These research findings, however, 
do not change the views of those 
parents who oppose the intermediate 
school reform programme or of the - 
Histadrut teachers'- union, which 
also opposes it vigorously.

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20 terrorist blasts 
in 3 Mexican cities 


MEXICO CITY (AP). — A score of 
bombs exploded witbln a three-hour 
period in three Mexican cities early 
yesterday, causing severe damage 
and injuring at least three persons, 
including a suspect, police said. 
Several other bombs were deac- 
tivated. 

The bombs exploded in Mexico Ci- 
ty, Guadalajara — the second 
largest city — and Oaxaca in the 
south. 

Officials said it was the worst such 
occurrence in decades. Police in 
Oaxaca said a pamphlet found in the 
centre of town attributed the bom- 
bings to a terrorist group known as 
the “Union of the People.” 

Police said most of the bombs ex- 
ploded in government offices, 
department stores or the offices of 
American companies. They describ- 
ed the devices as dynamite sticks 
and incendiary devices activated by 
Hming mech anism s. 

In Mexico CSty. three bombs ex- 
ploded and four more were deac- 
tivated by experts from the police 
and army. 

One of the bombs caused extensive 
damage in the white marble building 
housing the federal justice tribunal. 
Another exploded at the General 
Motors assembly plant and the third 
in the headquarters of the confedera- 
tion of chambers of commerce. 

In Guadalajara, 11 bombs were 
planted, of which seven exploded 
and four were deactivated. One 
.bomb exploded In a department 
store, setting off a large fire. Police 
said damage was extensive. 

One man was arrested after a 
bomb exploded in a Woolworth store 
■in Guadalajara. Police said the man 
was injured by the blast. 


Other blasts hit the government 
palace, bank offices, the federal 
electric commission office and the 
Scars Roebuck store. 

In Oaxaca, police said that at least 
eight bombs exploded In government 
offices and in businesses, including 
■an American Motors dealership. 
There were no reports of injuries. A 
police spokesman said the offices of 
the Agrarian Reform Ministry and of 
the ruling Institutional 
Revolutionary Party were damaged. 

The explosions came the day after 
police reported that four men and a 
youth were kidnapped in two small 
towns near Mexico City, and the wife 
of one of the men was killed by his 
abductors. 

A police official said he had 
“reason to suspect" the abductions 
were the work of the September 23rd 
Communist League, a terrorist 
group. 

The first kidnapping was in 
Cu&titlan; 30 km. north of the 
capital. Police said a group of heavi- 
ly armed men opened fire on a car 
carrying Dr. Pedro Padilla, 45. and 
Dr. Juan Gusman Calderon, 40.

Dr. Padilla's wife was killed by a 
shot In the back, and her 18 -month- 
old baby was left behind in the car. 
Officials said the terrorists ap~’ 
parently needed doctors to tend

LAHORE ( AP) . — ZulSkar All Bhut- 
to, Pakistan's best known politician, 
has bounced back into the election 
campaign after io days in jail on a 
murder conspiracy charge. 

Bhutto, who was prime minister 
for years until the army deposed 
him on July 5, was released on $15,- 
000 bail by the Lahore High Court on 
Tuesday. He immediately sum- 
moned other leaders of his' 
Pakistan People's Party to Lahore to 
resume planning of the campaign 
for the national election' the army 
has promised to hold on October 18. 

Bhutto was surrounded by a 
throng of cheering supporters and 
autograph seekers Inside and outside 
the courthouse after his release. 

“Without doubt, I could sweep the 
polls more than I did in 1970 if there 
were no Interference, if there were 
fair play and truly a neutral basis.” 
the 49-year-old political leader told 
reporters. 

He repeated earlier bharges that. 
General Mohammed Zia ul Haq and 
his military regime seem to favour 
his opponents in the nine-party 
Pakistan National Alliance. 

Zia in an Interview last week call- 
ed Bhutto an “evil genius” and said, 
“On the face of the evidence he 
stands a very good chance to be con- 
victed." But “you can’t say Bhutto is * 
finished.” he added. 

Bhutto was jailed by another 
military strongman, President 
Mohammed Ayub Khan, in 1968, but 
rioting by his supporters forced 
Ayub to release him. The riots con- 
tinued. and Genera] Mohammed 
Yahya Khan replaced Ayub. Bhut- 
to’s party won a majority of the 
National Assembly seats for West 
Pakistan in 1970, and Bhutto took 
over the government in late 1971, 
when the military regime collapsed 
after Pakistan's defeat in the 
Bangladesh war with India.

Bonn warned of Schleyer’s

BONN ( UPI) . — A psychological ad- 
viser to the Federal Border Defence 
Farce's anti-terrorist unit has warn- 
ed that if the government rebuffs the 
demands of the kidnappers of In- 
dustrialist Hanns-M&rtin Schleyer, 
they will kill their hostage and ab- 
duct another in about a month. 

Reiner Zeller, the adviser, said in 
a magazine interview that he is con- 
vinced the government can stall the - 
kidnappers for only about 10 days. 

The terrorists styling themselves 
the “Siegfried Hausner Commando 
of the Red Army Faction’’ killed four 
men and kidnapped Schleyer, chair- 
man of the employers’ association 
and of the federation of industry, 
nine days ago. 

Apparently following the advice of 
Zeller and other experts who share 
his view, the federal border defence 
force piled barbed wire barriers 
around the homes of a number of top- 
rung politicians hitherto only 
protected by a sentry at the en- 


trances to their homes, and sand- 
bagged the sentry boxes themselves. 

The government ignored ' a fifth 
deadline of Tuesday midnight set by 
the kidnappers for releasing 11 other 
terrorists from prison and. continued .

The government said late Tuesday 
it had asked Payot to relay certain 
replies from the 11 to the kidnappers.

North Korea their se- 
cond. Five terrorists released by the 
government In return for a guerrilla 
hostage In March, 1975. were 
accepted by South Yemen. 


CAPE CANAVERAL (AP). — A 
safety officer blew up a European 
Space Agency communications 
satellite shortly after liftoff on Tues- 
day night after a structural defect 
caused a fiery explosion on board, 
space officials said. 

A U.S. National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration spokesman 
said the Delta rocket carrying the or- 
bital test satellite was breaking up 
because of a structural failure when 
a destruct signal was sent. 

He said the destruct signal is used 
when a problem occurs aboard dur- 
ing- a launch In order to break large 
chunks of debris into smaller pieces. 

The explosion was visible for miles 
as the satellite and rocket .were torn 
apart over the Atlantic Ocean, about 
i ikm . up and 20 km. downrange. 

A ball of fire mushroomed out- 
ward, then smaller pieces' could be 
seen flickering with flame as they 
plummeted toward the ocean. 

An Air Force spokesman said all 
debris from the rocket fell into the 
ocean, clear of the cape. There were 
no boats in the area, he said. One 
chunk, a solid-booster motor, was 
reported to be 6 metres long and 
nearly a metre in diameter. 

The explosion occurred about one 
minute after the 7:31 p.m. launch 
(1.31 a.m. Wednesday In Israel). 

The 1,845-pound satellite, owned 
by the European space agency, was 
to have been the precurser of a 
network of four operational com- 
munications satellites to be orbited 
in the 1980s. 

It was built by Industries In 10 
European countries: Belgium. Den- 
mark. France, Germany, Italy, 
Netherlands. Sweden; Switzerland, 
the UJC. and Spain. 

. Officials from the European Space 
Agency were despondent about the 
failure of the mission. 


19 dead, 1,200 homeless 
in Kansas City flood 


Rolling Stone Jagger

KANSAS CITY, MISSOURI (AP). — 
The flood waters receded yesterday 
as swiftly as they rose, leaving at 
least 19 dead. 1.200 homeless and 
property damage estimated at more 
than $30m. The fate of at least 15 per- 
sons. still was unknown. 

The awful legacy of 12 inches of 
rain in 24 hours on Monday was 
devastation in the expensive shops of 
the city’s Country Club Plaza, 
tedious cleanup along Brush Creek 
and the Blue River, and ravaged 
farm lands to the north and east. 

Torrential rains swelled creeks 
and streams into raging flood waters 
on Tuesday night, as cars and mobile 


homes swirled through the flooded 
streets. 

A gas explosion ripped through 
three flooded buildings on the west 
side of a large shopping centre. 

to the rural areas north of Kansas 
City, farmers reported that their 
fields, parched by drought until mid- 
summer, were filled with up to a 
metre of water in the savage down- 
pour. 

Although the intensity of the storm 
had subsided somewhat by Tuesday 
morning, light rains continued to 
fall. 

Widespread damage was reported 
to the telephone and power 
networks.

At last 
Wednesday night’s DMC Council 
meeting, he warned his colleagues 
about Begin 's tactics to split their 
ranks, and he “hoped and prayed” 
they would not work. 

A third of the council members 
wished to review the decision not to 
join the coalition. Yadin explained 
his party's divisions: the group he 
supported did not wish to go in 
without being absolutely sure it 
could Implement 'its programme; 
another segment objected to Begin *s 
foreign policy; while a third group 
wished to join because that's what it 
believed the party was all about. 
Yadin mentioned “that fine group of 
organizers rad executives" favour- 
ing the coalition, with such names as 
Meir Amit. MK, Meir Zorea, MK and 
Meir de Shalit. 

THE DMC leader revealed that dur- 
ing the coalition talks he had not 
been persuaded that there was any 
real wish to change established go- 
vernment procedure, such as cut- 
ting out the burdensome cabinet 
committee structure. He also dis- 
cerned that Begin was not really 
willing to keep to his commitment to 
invest the deputy premier with real 
powers as the supreme authority in 
matters related to social welfare, 
but wanted him as a glorified com- 
mittee chairman. As to electoral 
reform, Begin always gave in to the 
National Religious Party, Yadin 
Stressed. 

When they parted last week, he 


told Begin that he had been offered 
nothing new.

3L AVTV. — Over a period of 30 
ars Sidney Ringler had establish- 
i a reputation in New York's com- 
ftitive garment district as a 
anufacturer of high quality fashion 
'. garments. The Sidney Ringler 
ur company was doing an annual 
irnover in the seven figures when in 
'*70 its proprietor decided to retire 
d to move to Israel. 

Already in 196S Ringler had made 
first business connection here by 
ay of an investment In Eilat's Red 
took Hotel. Shortly after his arrival 
■gether with his wife and two 
ildren — a third child was born 
re — Ringler decided that a life of 
uiet retirement was not for him, but 
e did not wish to return to the fur 
uslness. He made Investments in 
?al estate, quarries and leather 
uslnesses. "Overall I can't corn- 
lain about the outcome of my in- 
estments.” he says. However, he 
till was not satisfied and decided 
lat to make a contribution to the 
ountry he would have to apply his 
lany years of experience -and 
nowledge acquired in the fur trade, 
idney Ringler Furs, located at 135 
-ehov Ben Yehuda In Tel Aviv, is the 
utcome of this determination. 
Before opening the shop Ringler 
lade a trip to the U.S. to purchase 
it skins, since none are produced 
?re. As word spread about the 1m- 
linent opening of the new fur 
-oducer, local manufacturers came 
■ Ringler. They were so impressed 
ith the high quality of the skins that 
tey bought them from Ringler 
;fore he could make them up into 
trments. 


Undeterred, Ringier made new 
purchases and set out to produce a 
line of fur coats and jackets. In spite 
of the high cost of skins, their price 
rose by 40 per cent last year alone, 
Ringler set out to produce a line 
ranging from popular-priced gar- 
ments to the more expensive high- 
fashion types. 

Jackets starting at $295 and full- 
length coats beginning at $895 are 
part of the popular line. Minks, foxes 
and Russian broadtail form the basis 
of the more expensive part of the 
line. 

Paradoxically. Ringler’s first 
customer was an Israeli. "I believe 
that sales will run on a 50/50 basis 
between tourists and Israelis.” es- 
timates Ringler. 

Ringler would like to export his 
garments, but that is difficult 
because of the labour shortage in the 
local fur industry. Cutters and 
sewers c ann ot be trained overnight. 
"It takes two to three weeks to 
produce a high-quality garment. The 
average coat takes about 35 skins 
and these have to be properly 
prepared, cut and sewn with great 
attention paid to the overall fashion 
ing of the garment. A fur garment 
entails a substantial capital layout. 
A garment must look as well ten 
years later as the day the customer 
put it on for the first time.” Ringler 
says. 

After a successful career in the 
U.S.. Sidney Ringler £s proving that 
the same success can be 
transplanted to Israel. 'Hie . new 
business 1s a welcome addition to the 
local fur scene and forms the basis of 
additional hard-currency. Income 
from tourists. 


Unemployment, inflation 
tfon’t recede soon: IMF 


ASHINGTON (APj. — The world 
onomy is characterized by high 
employment and serious inflation 
many countries and there is little 
ellhood of any rapid improve- 
ant, the International Monetary 
uid said Sunday. 

The Fund said it will require 
kill, patience and courage” on the 
irt of many governments to beep 
e situation from getting worse, 
la Its annual report, the IMF said 
lempioyment in the industrial 
itions during the first half of this 
jar was still near the peak levels of 
ie 1974-75 recession. 

It attributed the failure to reduce 
nemployment "mainly to the 
ioderate pace of output growth, 
hich has barely offset the normal 
rowth in the labour force in most 
mntries. Economic growth rates 
re generally subnormal In a setting 
' high xmemploymenl, excess plant 
ipaclty and lagging investment, 
iflation is also a widespread 
*oblem,” the IMF said. 

The report said the U.S. has done 
>tter than most in reducing bath in- 
ition and unemployment, although 
e jobless rate was still high at 7.1 
ir cent last month. It was nine per 
nt during the recession. 

Fears of exacerbating inflation 
-event most nations from 
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.promoting more rapid growth of 
their economies to reduce the jobless 
rate, the IMF report said. 

"Because of the constraints im- 
posed by these problems, most 
member countries — indeed, almost 
ail — are considered to have little 
room for manoeuvre ... In the short 
run, the scope for Improvement in 
the present unsatisfactory economic 
situation is thus limited,” the report 
added. 

The IMF, which regulates 
operations of the economy in the non- 
communist world, has 130 members, 
including the U.S. It will hold its an- 
nual meeting jointly with the World 
Bank in Washington, beginning 
September 26. 

While progress in improving the' 
economy has been slow in most 
nations, the IMF report said a 
gradual approach is probably the 
only way to proceed without making 
the problems of Inflation and un- 
employment worse. 

It traced responsibility for most of 
the current economic problems to 
the four-fold increase in world oil 
prices in 1973. 

But not. all countries have done 
badly in coping with the situation. 
The so-called big three economies of 
Germany. Japan and the U.S. where 
Inflation has been best contained, 
"are now in a relatively good 
economic position.” it said. 

One development that could upset 
the world economy would he the turn 
to trade restrictions by major 
trading nations, the IMF said.

Relief for dentine 
sufferers near 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — A new dental product, 
developed in the U.S.. is currently 
being tested here. "The study in 
Israel is to evaluate a new material 
to relieve the pain of hypersensitive 
dentine,” explained Dr. Willard 
Tarbet, director of dental research 
of the Vick Research and Develop- 
ment Division of Richardson and 
Merrill. 

Dentine is the hard tissue resembl- 
ing bone which forms the chief con- 
stituent of teeth. The problem of pain 
arising from hypersensitive dentine 
is usually associated with the aging 
process, which leads to the receding 
of tissue and the exposure of root 
surface. The pain resulting from 
contact to cold and heat as well as to 
normal brushing of the teeth can be 
excruciating. 

Dr. Marvin Stark, professor of 
operative dentistry and oral biology 
at tbe University of California, has 
developed special equipment which 
is capable of evaluating the effec- 
tiveness of the new “desensitizer” 
material. Prof. Stark Is known to 
Israelis as the originator of the 
mobile dental clinics which have 
been providing each summer for the 
past seven years free dental service 
to kibbutz youngsters and under- 
privileged children. The new 
material was initially evaluated last 
summer in treatment provided at. 
the mobile dental clinic here. 

Last year’s results proved 
i satisfactory and if they are sup- 
ported by the findings of the present 
study it will bring the “desensitizer” 
material one step closer to the 
market place. "The material offers 
fast relief to the sufferer. It can be 
used as a mouthwash or in paste 
form.

The great VAT snafu

A check made by the State 
Revenue Administration shows that 
tens of thousands of value-added tax 
assessments have been sent to firms 
and enterprises which have long 
gone out of business. 

The original list of businesses was 
compiled, when VAT was introduced 
last year, on the basis of the file of in- 
come tax payers. It turns out that 
this file is not up to date and Includes 
individuals, partnerships and com- 
panies which have at some time in 
the past run a business for a limited 
period. At the same time, the lists do 
not include thousands of businesses 
opened in recent years. 

. As a result, the computer, .whicb-is 
fed inaccurate data, every month 
churns'out demands for payment ‘of 
taxes. Interest and fineG to non- 
existent businesses. Since the ad- 
dressees do not reply, figures for in- 
terest and fines continue to pile up — 
in the computer. 

In fiscal 1976. which ended four 
months ago, the VAT administration 
collected IL3.ab. According to the 
computer, the outstanding VAT debt 
is IL4.5b. An unknown proportion of 


that debt is simply the result of In- 
adequate data. 

Senior economists in the ad- 
ministration who have checked this 
have reached the conclusion that the 


IL25m. interest on 
VAT overpayments 

Nearly 27,000 value-added tax- 
payers have these received. 

IL85m. ln interest on excess taxes 
they had paid and which had not 
been refunded to them on time, ac- 
cording to the spokesman of the 
State Revenue Administration. 

The interest was paid to taxpayers ■ 
- who. had received refunds up to June 
27 with a delay; longer than the SO 
days allowed by tie law.'Forthe pur- 
pose of calculating the interest, the 
delay is defined as tbe days elapsed 
from the transfer of the bank's 
report on payment of tax to the com- 
puter, to the day on which the bank 
has credited the taxpayer's account 
for the refund, if anv. 

In many cases the moneys due 
have served to offset debts to the tax 
authorities. 


real outstanding tax debt la no more > 
than a few hundred millions. 'While 
according to the computer data 
there are no less than 80,000 
businesses which do not file VAT 
returns, a sample investigation, of 1,- 
000 such businesses has shown that 
only 100 of them were really ln 
arrears. 

It follows that nearly aD of the

non-existent and is partly the result 
of the accumulation of Imaginary la- - 
terest charges and fines.

for lack of pefsonneL Most of those ! 
who pay no VAT are the samepeopie i 
who also eva de income tax.

The tax officials also found no less 
than 15,000 businesses which are in- 
cluded In the VAT network, but have 
no files ln the Income Tax . Ad- 
ministration. How this is possible 
has not yet been discovered.

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Crime commission still needed 


THE MINISTER OF INTERIOR, Or. Yosef Burg 1 , has under- 
taken to submit to next Sunday's Cabinet session his recommen- 
dations on the sort of commission of inquiry which is to in- 
vestigate the world .of crime and the effectiveness of the police 
in combating it. 

The choice is between a judicial commission, along the lines 
of the Agranat Commission, which is empowered to subpoena 
witnesses ; or an internal committee along the lines of the recent 
Asher Committee which is appointed by the Minister and does 
not have the power to subpoena witnesses. 

It has been reported that Dr. Burg prefers the latter type of 
commission primarily because of the relative speed with which 
it can conclude its investigation and submit its findings. Dr. 
Burg has spoken of wanting such recommendations within two 
months, presumably in time for the government's decision on 
the allocation of next year's budget. 

It is understood that the Attorney General has hinted that he 
would prefer a judicial commission but in his report to last Sun-: 
day's Cabinet meeting he pointed to two major drawbacks of 
this form : under the law it must hold all its sessions in public 
(only security and considerations of relations with foreign 
states justify making its sessions secret); and, the right of 
witnesses, afraid of possible self-incrimination, to be 
1 represented by counsel. 

The difficulties are obvious: open sessions would make It im- 
possible to accept testimony on police intelligence methods and 
other matters best kept secret from the criminal underworld. 
Moreover the invol veme nt of lawyers causes the cumbersome 
procedure of such commissions and lengthens their sessions for 
many months, witness the Agranat Commissions and the 
Witkon Commission of Netivei Neft. 

The dilemma is clear but the way out of it is not to forgo the 
in-depth investigation which can only be provided by a commis- 
sion empowered to subpoena witnesses. The alternative being . 
considered, that of an internal commission, will In all likelihood 
restrict itself to questions of the organisation of the police force 
and the size of the budgets to be allocated to its crime-fighting 
effort. 

While these goals are important they are far from addressing 
the problem of proliferating crime in its entirety. It is not simp- 
ly a matter of studying the modus operandi of Israel 's criminals 
and the best ways of fighting them. This is something the police 
themselves should be best qualified to determine. 

One of the questions to investigate is why the police have not 
done so and why successive governments have failed to assign 
the proper importance to such efforts. These are questions 
which touch on the issue of the public's confidence in its police 
force. The Bochner report has admitted that such confidence is 
at an all time low; an internal commission will not restore it. 

But besides the question of public confidence there are many 
questions which require rethinking now that crime has become 
such a central problem. 

Is our criminal law procedure so meticulous that it is 
weighted in favour of criminals and against the forces of the 
law? And, if so, what can be done to change these procedures 
without unnecessarily weakening the legal rights of honest 
citizens? 

Is there much point to locking up convicted criminals in jails, 
when it seems that the major effect is to finally confirm first 
time young offenders in a lifetime of crime? What then are the 
alternatives for correction and for punishment? 

What can be done to prevent a growing number of young peo- 
ple from falling into a' life of crime? Obviously; what we have 
-been doing in this regard to date has not been very productive. 

How should the police be organized to fight crime?' Would it 
perhaps be preferable to locate the police in the Ministry of 
Justice rather than in the Ministry of Interior? 

These and many others are questions which are beyond the 
powers of an internal commission to investigate; but they, 
rather than the relatively simple questions of budget and man- 
power, are the gist of the problem of crime-fighting. 

What is needed, therefore, is a rapid amendment of the Com- 
missions of Inquiry Law and the appointment of a standing pan-- 
el to Investigate all these questions for as long as It takes. This 
should not preclude the appointment of an internal commission 
in the interim for the specific questions of budget and internal 
police organization for which a quick answer is needed.

THE RESULTS of the research un- 
dertaken by Professors Mlcba Chen 
and Haim Adler, into the in- 
termediate school reform have only 
just been published in summary 
form — the full report wtp not come 
out for a few months yet — but for 
several weeks now the results have 
already been used as ammunition by 
both sides In a battle royal over the 
reform and, to some extent, social 
integration in the schools. 

Attempts to open new integrated 
intermediate schools this year in the 
Tel Aviv region have largely failed, 
according tb both senior Education 
-Ministry officials and school prin- 
cipals. At the Gymnasia Herzliya, 
the concerted attempts of Mayor 
Shlomo Lahat and the police failed 
to get parents from the Tel Nordau 
elementary school to send their 
children to the new Intermediate 
school. The reform scene. In Tel 
Aviv at least, was described by. one 
Ministry official last week as 
• "deteriorating rapidly." 

Dr. Yael Posner is the -director of 
school administration at the 
Ministry and has been closely con- 
nected with the reform since it was 
dreamed up — and bulldozed over 
considerable Internal opposition — 
by the much revered Minister of 
Education, the late Zalman Aranne. 
Dr. Posner says she has no doubt 
whatsoever that the report does not 
prove that the reform has failed. She 
bases this both on her own reading of 
some of the findings and on her cons- 
tant contacts with its two authors. 

Dr. Shalom Levin, the secretary- 
general of the Teachers’ Union, who 
led the battle against Zalman 
Aranne 10 years ago, and has active- 
ly studied the reform ever since, has 
also been privy to the findings of the 
report and has also had conver- 
sations recently with both 
professors. According to Mm, the in- 
termediate school reform is “a 
fraud" and has not lived up to either 
its educational or Its social expec- 
*. tations.

DR. POSNER admits that she 
brought up her own children over 30 
years ago. “when things were very 
different and parents trusted the 
schools." Today, parents see their 
involvement in their childrens’ 
education as their “right and duty." 
While this has its very positive 
aspects, she believes that It has also 
led them to take the law into their 
own hands, as school disturbances 


and strikes this year have indicated. 
They are also very impatient, and in- 
general, “the Jewish people want 
quick answers for everything." • 

She says that since the reform only 
started in earnest eight years ago, it 
is still too early to make a proper 
evaluation of the achievements of 
today’s Intermediate school pupils 
and compare them either with, their 
peers who are learning at elemen- 
tary schools, or with those who went' 
on to secondary school in the usual 
way. 

She suggests that parental .opposi- 
tion, which often expresses Itself in 
arguments about the biadvisability 
of leaving elementary school at the 
age of 12 or of making two radical 
changes In a child's school life in- 
stead of one, are actually veiled ex- 
pressions of ethnic prejudice. The 
better-off parents are really opposed 
to mixing their children with those of 
the disadvantaged, while the disad- 
-vantaged themselves — as events In 
Tel Aviv last week indicated — feel 
rejected and insulted by North Tel 
Aviv children and have also refused 
to mix. 

Dr. Posner admits that nobody In 
Israel — or anywhere else for that 
matter — yet knows either at what 
age children can be most successful- 
ly integrated or how to train 
teacher to handle integrated classes. 
Nor does anybody know the correct 
ratio of advantaged-disadvantaged 
in the classroom. The familiar figure 
of 60 advantaged to 40 disadvantaged 
that is usually bandied around is 
only the figure that most teachers 
find reasonably comfortable to work 
with. 

She herself believes that integra- 
tion “can work with aaHttle as a 
third of advantaged pupils," that age 
12, is a better age to Integrate, 
children at than age six, ‘‘because 
children become more rational as 
they grow older, and don’t express 
prejudice so openly.”

Sir. — Mrs. Resten's letter 
(August 25) stems from ignorance of 
the facts of price policy enforced by 
the Ministry. of Commerce and In- 
dustry on a long list of consumer 
goods including instant .coffee. 

The principle underlying the 
authorities' system of price-fixing 
and price-control Is based on the ac- - 
tual cost of the raw materials held by 
us in stock or in the pipe line. 

If these stocks were purchased 
when the commodity market was 
depressed, then the retail price la 
kept accordingly low, and vice ver- 
sa. 

This ia why the Israeli consumer 
benefitted at the end of 1976 and in 
the first quarter of 1977 from 
relatively low prices for instant 
coffee, long after the European and 
American consumer paid a much 
higher price.
